Visit of the kaiser to Vienna is not due, in all probability, to a 
desire by A ustro-H ungary for a separate peace, but to the increas­ 
ingly serious domestic situation within both of the central empires. 
A ustro-H ungary has nothing to gain by a separate peace com­ 
mensurate with the loss which her future isolation would inflict 
upon her. 
The V ienna governm ent would be much stronger, negotiating 
for peace In com pany with Germany, than seeking terms alone. The 
Allies have practically nothing to offer Austro-Hungary 
at this 
moment, in exchan ge for her retirement from the war. 
A separ 
ate peace would have been more to Austro-IIungary’s advantage 
last spring, w hen the Russians held Galicia and were threatening to 
overrun H ungary and Italy was about to enter the war. 
Yet the dual monarchy held last then and It Is highly improb­ 
able that there will be a break In the Teutonic alliance now. 
Although the central empires must remain together for mutual 
advantage, that doesn't mean their internal troubles ar* 
causing 
no uneasiness to the governing classes. 
No stronger Indications 
of serious happenings have become apparent during the war than 
the persistent reports of food and economic dangers among the 
Teutonic allies. 
These rumors w ill not die out. 
They not only 
persist, but they arc becoming progressively alarming. 
It is cer­ 
tain that the worst is not being allowed to he known outside 
of Germany and Austria Hungary. 
The Berlin government has stopped the foreign circulation of th* 
Cologne Gazette and the Frankfort Gazette, the two principal In­ 
dependent newspapers of Germany.

reason for this step must be the appearance In those journals of 
critical articles, or accounts of disquieting occurences
